AMERICAN COPYRIGHT OF ENGLISH 
BOOKS. 

The present copyright code provides for 
English books an international copyright pro¬ 
tection, based on manufacture in this country, 
on the condition that a copy of the English 
book shall be deposited in the Copyright Of¬ 
fice not later than thirty days after publica¬ 
tion abroad, and that two copies of an Ameri¬ 
can-made edition shall be deposited within 
thirty days after the deposit of the foreign- 
made copy. This, it will be noted, gives a 
double period which may run from thirty-one 
to sixty days, within which ad interim pre¬ 
lection is secured. 

While the friends of copyright would have 
been glad to have a longer ad interim pe¬ 
riod, it should be remembered that this is a 
great improvement on the original law, which 
required simultaneous publication, and caused 
much inconvenience to English authors and 
publishers. The new provision is substan¬ 
tially better than this; but there has been 
'Ome tendency to complain against it and not 
a little carelessness in complying with its pro¬ 
visions. It may be pointed out that both the 
requirements must be complied with, if Amer¬ 


ican protection of an English work is to be 
secured exactly within the letter of the law. 
If an English copy is not deposited within 
thirty days from publication in England, this 
ad interim protection cannot be had. If an 
American-made edition is not completed and 
two copies deposited within a second thirty 
days, i.e., from the date of the deposit of the 
English copy, then again American protection 
is not secured. It is at least doubtful if any 
protection can be assured later if these for¬ 
malities are not complied with, and certainly 
no infringer could be called to account for re¬ 
publication made from unprotected English 
copies. 

This may seem a hardship: but it is not so 
if proper care is taken. In the interest of 
their own authors and themselves, and in the 
interest of American publishers with whom 
they have relations, English publishers should 
have a care not to publish a work which they 
expect to copyright in America until they 
have made sure that the formalities in Amer¬ 
ica can and will be complied with in time. If 
this is not done, so much the worse for all 
concerned. We have been always the advo¬ 
cate of an unrestricted international copy¬ 
right: but we cannot sympathize with those 
who fail to secure such protection as is af¬ 
forded. through mere carelessness to take the 
precaution clearly required by the statute. 
Half a loaf is better than no bread. 


IT NEVER CAN HAPPEN AGAIN. 

The publication of De Morgan’s new book, 
“It Never Can Happen Again,” was timed to 
occur on the date of the author’s seventieth 
birthday, so that the title seems to have one 
justification in that the author’s seventieth 
birthday surely can never happen again. Ap¬ 
pended to the new book is a note of “The 
Author to his Readers Only,” from which we 
quote the first two paragraphs: 

“When, to my great surprise, I published 
four years since a novel called ‘Joseph Vance/ 
a statement was repeated more than once in 
some journals that were kind enough to no¬ 
tice it, that its author was seventy years of 
age. Why this made me feel like a centen¬ 
arian I do not know, especially as it was five 
years ahead of the facts. But that was its 
moral effect. Its practical one was to make 
me endeavor to set it right. I then learned 
for the first time how hopeless is the pursuit 
of an error through the columns of the press, 
and soon gave up the chase. 

“But in the course of my attempts to pro¬ 
cure the reduction to which I was entitled, I 
expressed a hope that the said author would 
live to be seventy, and, further, that he would 
write four or five volumes as long as his first 
in the interim To my thinking, he has been 
as good for as bad) as his word, for this 
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present volume is Vol. 11. of the fourth story 
published since then, and the day of its pub¬ 
lication will be the author’s seventieth birth¬ 
day, or, if you consider the day of his birth 
as a birthday, his seventy-first. I see nothing 
to be ashamed of in the way this author has 
come to time, and can (so far) look with 
complacency on the fact that we are each 
other.” 

It must be gratifying to the author and his 
publishers that the demand for his earlier 
books continues unabated. Every time he 
brings out a new novel orders for its prede¬ 
cessors are stimulated, so that booksellers 
who place an order for ‘‘It Never Can Hap¬ 
pen Again” also stock up with his “Alice for 
Short,” “Somehow Good” and “Joseph 
Vance.” _ 

NOVEMBER DINNER OF THE BOOK¬ 
SELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The November dinner of the Booksellers’ 
League, held on the evening of the 17th inst., 
at the Aldine Association, was attended by 
upwards of ninety members and their friends. 
The speakers of the evening were Garrett P. 
Serviss, author of “Astronomy with the 
Naked Eye,” etc., who spoke entertainingly of 
comets in general and of Plalley’s comet in 
particular, referring to their probable influ¬ 
ence upon physical life on this earth; Burgess 
Johnson, editor of Judge , who passed along 
some bright new stories; Horace H. Jackson, 
who is now entitled to the prefix, “the Ilon- 
orable,” having recently been elected aider- 
man of the Fifth District of Bridgeport, 
Conn., who spoke amusingly of his experi¬ 
ences as a statesman since his installation in 
office; and Isaac Taylor Headland, author of 
“Court Life in China,” etc., who contrasted 
conditions in China with those in the Occi¬ 
dent, or, in what he called the “Gospel lands,” 
and their development since he first visited 
China fourteen years ago. 


THE BOSTON SOCIETY OF PRINTERS 
VISITS TPIE MORGAN LIBRARY. 

J. Pier font Morgan on November 16 en¬ 
tertained the members of the Boston Society 
of Printers, who, at his invitation, visited his 
private library. The delegation came away 
enchanted with the wonders of typographic 
and calligraphic art displayed for their in¬ 
spection. 

“We have seen the world’s sanctuary of 
literature,” said Henry L. Johnson, president 
of the society, in speaking of their visit, for 
he and his companions were permitted to 
look into the vault opening out from the li¬ 
brary in which are stored missals and parch¬ 
ment bound tomes with pages mellowed by 
the centuries. They beheld volumes which 
had been the property of royalty, each in its 
separate wooden case, and other book treas¬ 
ures too numerous to mention in this brief 
note. 

The printers also visited the Lenox Library 
and the Metropolitan Museum of Art, where 
they had luncheon. They were entertained 
in the evening by the council of the Grolier 
Club, and on the 17th inst. they visited the 
new Public Library.

OBITUARY. 

RICHARD IVATSON GILDER. 

Richard Watson Gilder, editor of The 
Century Magazine, poet and author, died al¬ 
most without warning, at the home of Mrs. 
Schuyler Van Rennselaer, 9 West Tenth 
Street, New York, where he and Mrs. Gilder 
had been guests, pending the finishing of their 
new apartments at Gramercy Park. Mr. 
Gilder was taken ill about two weeks ago 
while lecturing at the Y. M. C. A. in Orange, 
N. J. His illness was at first thought to have 
no serious significance. He was up and about 
as usual., and it was not until a week had 
passed, with occasional attacks of pain, that 
the physicians decided that the heart was 
affected. 

Richard Watson Gilder came of Colonial 
stock. One of his grandfathers was a trustee 
of Girard College and a member of the State 
Legislature. His father, the Rev. William H. 
Gilder, of the Methodist Church, was founder 
of Bellevue Seminary, Bordentown, N. J.. 
where Richard was born on February 8, 1844. 
He showed a precocious leaning toward let¬ 
ters in his boyhood, and before he was twelve 
years old was setting type for and publishing 
the St. Thomas Register at Flushing, L. I. 
whither his father had gone to establish St 
Thomas Hall, an academy for boys. 

He was always somewhat frail, but wher 
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the war between the states broke out he was 
anxious to fight, and at the time when the 
Northern cause seemed threatened, in the 
campaign of 1863, he enlisted in Landis’s Phil¬ 
adelphia Battery, serving until Lee was beaten 
back from Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Gilder’s first serious editorial venture 
on his own responsibility was the establish¬ 
ment, in 1868, of The Newark Morning Reg¬ 
ister, a daily, which he founded and edited 
w'ith Murray Crane. This was not a financial 
success, and he gave up his connection with 
it shortly. 

At the age of twenty-six he was offered the 
editorship of Hours at Home, published by 
the Scribners. When this publication was ab¬ 
sorbed in Scribner's Monthly, organized 
shortly thereafter, he became associate editor 
under Dr. Holland, retaining that post for 
eleven years. When, at Dr. Holland’s death, 
the magazine underwent a further reorgan¬ 
ization and change of ownership, becoming 
The Century, Mr. Gilder followed it as man¬ 
aging editor. 

Mr. Gilder’s first book of verse, “The New 
Day,” was published in 1885, and in this 
and the six volumes which have followed are 
included sonnets and lyrics which have found 
a setting in the American anthology. 

Following his first volume, “Two Worlds 
and Other Poems” was published in 1801. 
The reception which these verses met was so 
universally appreciative that the author was 
encouraged to publish several successive vol¬ 
umes ; in fact, between 1893 and 1898 he 
brought out four volumes: “The Great Re¬ 
membrance and Other Poems,” “Five Books 
of Song,” “For the Country” and “In Pales¬ 
tine and Other Poems.” “Lincoln, the 
Leader,” was published last month by Hough¬ 
ton Mifflin Co. 

Mr. Gilder’s efforts in the reform of the 
municipality in which he lived received wide 
recognition and generous support. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Charles Banks, until 1883 member of the 
law publishing firm of Banks & Brother, now 
the Banks Law' Publishing Company of New 
York, died in New York City on November 
16. Mr. Banks was born in North Moore 
Street, New' York, in 1830. He w'as first con¬ 
nected with the firm of Banks, Gould & Co., 
which in 1856 was succeeded by Banks & 
Brother. 

Edgar O. Silver, the founder and president 
of the firm of Silver, Burdett & Co., died at 
his home in East Orange, N. J., on November 
18. Mr. Silver was born in Bloomfield, Vt., 
April 17, i860. He received his earlv educa¬ 
tion in the public schools of Bloomfield and 
Derby, Vt., and later attended Colby College 
-and Brown University, from which he was 
graduated in 1883. After he was graduated 
from college he accepted a place with Apple- 
ton & Co., and tw'O years later, in Boston, 
started the business which developed into the 
corporation of which he w r as the president 
when he died. Tn 1897 he moved to New 
York, where the business of the company has 
since been carried on. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES! 

Gardner Teall has been made associate 
editor of House and Garden, under the new 
management of this magazine, which was re¬ 
cently purchased from its Philadelphia own¬ 
ers by McBride, Winston & Company, at 6 
West Twenty-ninth Street, New' York. 

The promised “Japanese Correspondence 
of Lafcadio Hearn” will begin in the Decem¬ 
ber Atlantic and help to distract attention 
from Meredith Nicholson’s “Confessions of a 
Best Seller,” concerning which dispute as to 
authorship was loud for two or three days, 
and w r as then, according to the New York 
Times, succeeded by a general desire to re¬ 
examine his successive w'orks, to the dismay 
of the attendants at public libraries and the 
profit of the circulating libraries. 

The Forerunner is the title of a new 
monthly magazine edited by Mrs. Charlotte 
Perkins Gilman and published by the Charlton 
Company, 67 Wall Street, New' York. Though 
the magazine w'ill treat “all three phases of 
existence—male, female and human”—it will 
have special interest for women, the editor’s 
intention being to “show' what man, the male, 
has done to the w'orlch and what woman, the 
more human, may do to change it.” The main 
feature of the first year, (the magazine starts 
w r ith the November issue,) will be the publi¬ 
cation, serially, of a new'book by Mrs. Gilman, 
entitled “Our Androcentric Culture, or, the 
Man-Made World,” in which Mrs. Gilman 
maintains that in the long ages since human¬ 
ity w r as first evolved from something else 
man has steadily been usurping the social 
functions which are intrinsically no more his 
than woman’s, in that they are merely human 
and therefore common to the sexes. “An¬ 
drocentric culture,” she says, is “a masculine 
culture in excess, and therefore undesirable.” 
The magazine will also contain miscellaneous 
reading matter, poetry, short stories, etc. All 
of the contents of the first issue, including 
the advertisements, are written by Mrs. Gil¬ 
man, and mighty good reading some of it is. 
The subscription price is one dollar a year. 
Single numbers cost ten cents apiece. 

A novel feature of The Century during the 
coming year will be a series of essays on 
“Gardens of the Heart,” bv Miss flildegarde 
Haw'thorne—gardens not the work of profes¬ 
sional landscapists, but created by the taste 
and intelligence of their owners, generally 
women. One of the gardens to be described 
has long been in the writer’s family. The 
w'idely discussed question of “Pensions for 
Women Teachers” will be treated in an early 
number of The Century by Miss Lillian C. 
Flint, of the Minneapolis schools, showing 
w’hat is being done in the United States to¬ 
day, and w'hat has so far been accomplished. 
“Afterw'ard” is the litle of Mrs. Edith Whar¬ 
ton’s new story, w'hich is to be published in an 
early issue of The Century. It is the story of 
an American couple’s finding of an English 
country home, and their joy therein, remind¬ 
ing the reader, perhaps, of Kipling’s “An 
Habitation Enforced.” But, it is said, there 
is a strange and uncanny development of the 
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theme, marking the story with grim tragedy, 
which is all Mrs. Wharton’s own and alto¬ 
gether different from anything she has done 
hitherto. There are to be more of Timothy 
Cole’s wood engravings direct from the 
French masters ancient and modern in The 
Century during 1910; and Joseph Pennell, 
who occupies a unique position as an etcher 
and draughtsman, has made a group of nota¬ 
ble drawings of “Picturesque Pittsburg,” to 
appear in The Century.

Brockhaus & Pehrsson is the name of a 
new export and commission house established 
by Albert and Fritz Brockhaus and Nils 
Pehrsson in Leipzig, with representatives in 
Paris and London. The creation of this new 
firm, which will devote itself to the export of 
English books, papers and periodicals, will 
in no way affect the old firm of F. A. Brock¬ 
haus, of Leipzig, London and Paris, or the 
firm of Nils Pehrsson, of Leipzig and Paris. 
Mr. Kind, of London, and Mr. Koerner, of 
Paris, will act as representatives of both 
firms. 

The proprietors of Hampton's Magazine 
have made arrangements for an insurance 
policy on the life of Robert E. Peary. He 
has contracted with the publishers of that 
magazine for the serial rights to his story of 
the journey to the North Pole, with the ac¬ 
companying pictures, for the consideration of 
$50,000. The story will appear in ten in¬ 
stalments, beginning with the issue for Jan¬ 
uary, 1910. The insurance policy is for $50.- 
000, and it will decrease in value $5000 each 
month, as the parts of Mr. Peary’s story 
appear. 

Richard G. Badger. Boston, has just pub¬ 
lished “The Beginnings of New York,” by 
Mary Isabella Forsyth, an interesting de¬ 
scription of the old city of New York and 
old Kingston, the first state capital; “The 
Automatic Capitalists,” by Will Payne, a 
clever story of the Chicago stock market 
which attracted much attention when it had 
its serial publication in the Saturday Evening 
Post; also, “The Countersign,” by C. P. Jones, 
which is particularly interesting as the only 
book of fiction ever written on that unknown 
land, Tibet. 

The John McBride Co. have just brought 
out three important books—“The Iron Car¬ 
dinal,” the romance of Richelieu, by Joseph 
McCabe, one of the most successful historical 
biographies published this year: “Love Let¬ 
ters of Famous Royalties and Commander-.'* 
such as those of Napoleon 1., George iv.. 
Moltke, Henry of Navarre, Lafayette, Nel¬ 
son and others, selected by Lionel Strachev 
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and prefaced with descriptive sketches by 
Walter Littlefield, a companion volume to 
"‘Love Letters of Poets and Novelists;” also, 
“Bradford’s History of the Plymouth Settle¬ 
ment,” rendered into modem English by 
Valerian Paget. 

Lothrop. Lee & Shepard will publish on 
the 1st of December one of the biggest books 
for boys that has been brought out this sea¬ 
son. It is by Edward Stratemeyer, and is 
entitled “First at the North Pole, or, Two 
Boys in the Arctic Circle.” The story is of 
two boy heroes who chanced on board a polar 
ship, and who pass through marvellous ex¬ 
periences that result in the attainment of the 
very “top of the world,” side by side with 
Cook and Peary. All the practical details of 
polar exploration are given, and the thrilling 
romance of the “Call of the North” is made 
evident. The book is also rich in the history 
of great discoverers, and is profitable read¬ 
ing from that point of view without impair¬ 
ing its interest as a story. The book is illus¬ 
trated by Charles Nuttall. 

The manifestation of so-called “polter¬ 
geist” phenomena displayed on shipboard by 
the famous Neapolitan medium, Eusapia Pal- 
ladino, during her trip to this country last 
week has renewed interest in her exploits, 
and the remarkable series of seances she is 
to give this winter will probably keep the in¬ 
quiring public on the qui-vive. It may be of 
interest to note that the best biography of 
Eusapia in English—there are numerous 
bulky volumes in French and Italian—is the 
two chapters devoted to her in Fremont 
Rider’s “Are the Dead Alive?” recently pub¬ 
lished by B. W. Dodge & Company. The 
same firm will shortly publish, however, a 
complete biography. “Eusapia Palladino, and 
Her Phenomena,” by Hereward Carrington, 
well known as a writer and investigators of 
psychic phenomena. 

The knighting of Frederick Orridge Mac¬ 
millan, the oldest son of the late Daniel 
Macmillan, founder of the famous publishing- 
house, recalls the fact to some of the older 
members of the trade that Sir Frederick lived 
for a number of years in New York, and 
that, in 1874. while in charge of the American 
branch of the house, he married Miss Geor- 
giana Warren, daughter of Thomas Warren, 
of Newtown, L. I. He was formerly president 
of the Publishers’ Association of Great Brit¬ 
ain and Ireland, and is at present a trustee of 
the Booksellers’ Provident Institution, as well 
as an official in several other associations and 
enterprises. Just before conferring knight¬ 
hood, King Edward complimented Mr. Mac¬ 
millan and his fellow directors of the Na¬ 
tional Hospital on the excellent results 
achieved by that institution. 

Publishers, generally, are agreed that 
“best sellers,” properly so-called, are not so 
much books of which phenomenally large edi¬ 
tions are sold soon after their publication, as 
those for which there is a constant and steady 
demand, year after year. To this class be¬ 
longs the Borrowings series, issued by the 
Dodge Publishing Company, comprising six 


titles—“Borrowings,” “More Borrowings,” 
“Thoughts,” “Strength for Every Day,” “For 
Thy Good Cheer,” and “Helps to Happiness.” 
The series was begun by the ladies of the 
Fabiola Hospital Association of San Fran¬ 
cisco, who prepared a compilation of sayings 
of the world’s best writers, for the aid of the 
sick and sorrowful, which proved so success¬ 
ful that the same association has followed it 
up with a succession of books upon the same 
lines, under the titles given above. 

Oliver Ditson Company, Boston, have 
brought out a revised edition of their “Gems 
of German Songs,” which now contains 47 
songs, representative of the periods from 
Mozart to Richard Strauss among the mod¬ 
ern composers. Among those included are 
songs by Beethoven, Brahms, Franz, Jensen, 
Liszt, Raff, Rubinstein, Schubert, Schumann, 
with others of a slightly lower rank, such as 
Becker, Bohm, Coenen von Fielitz and Las¬ 
sen. Here then is a treasure-house for teach¬ 
ers and singers who use German songs in 
their work either in the original text or in 
translations. It will be a safe guide in the 
matter of repertoire. In preparing these 
songs for publication special care has been 
taken with the English versions, to secure 
faithful translations and singable words. The 
contents of the volume* for high voice and 
that for low voice are identical, save for the 
difference in key. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. have now put 
Neltje Blanchan’s magnificent work on “The 
American Flower Garden” within reach of 
Ihe general public, and offer a great treasure 
to the amateur whose garden is either exten¬ 
sive or the reverse, and every fact the beauti¬ 
ful book contains is immediately available by 
a fourteen-page index. There are four plates 
in full colors, eighty plates of sufficient size 
adequately to treat the subjects presented, 
and planting lists by Leonard Barrow. Other 
new publications are “Undine,” with the 
Rackham illustrations: “The Crime of the 
Congo,” by A. Conan Doyle, a story of the 
Congo atrocities, in which the author appeals 
to America to stop the slaughter done in the 
name of Belgium and from which author and 
publisher will give all profit to the righting of 
the wrong; “Actions and Reactions,” in their 
edition of Kipling in flexible leather binding; 
also, several attractive “Nature Calendars.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish in 
December the first volume of a work by Rear- 
Admiral F. E. Chadwick on “The Relations 
of the United States with Spain.” In this im¬ 
portant work Admiral Chadwick takes up the 
relations of Spain and the United States from 
the first time they came in contact with each 
other, and throws new light on the discussion 
ever the Louisiana purchase from France, the 
trouble over Florida, the events of the Grant 
Administration, and the Cuban question; 
tracing finally, in a clear, decisive and com¬ 
prehensive manner, step by step, the incidents 
which led up to the Spanish War. No one is 
better fitted to write such a history than 
Admiral Chadwick, who commanded Ad¬ 
miral Sampson’s flagship, the New York , dur¬ 
ing the war, and is well known as a close 
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student of history. The first volume deals 
with the diplomatic side of the subject. In 
a subsequent volume Admiral Chadwick will 
discuss “The Spanish-American War.” 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will bring out next 
week a new book by Mrs. Henry de la Pas¬ 
ture, author of “Peter’s Mother,” etc., who is 
at present in New York City to stage her 
new play, “Deborah of Tods,” at the Maxine 
Elliott theatre, with Miss Elliott in the title- 
role. The new book is entitled “The Ty¬ 
rant,” the title-character of which is a domi¬ 
neering and miserly squire, who at the open¬ 
ing of the story intends to disinherit his eld¬ 
est son. An attack of angina pectoris, brought 
on by rage, is the cause of his leaving Eng¬ 
land for some months, and giving his timid 
but discontented wife an opportunity of 
spending money on their children. Their 
daughter Annie, who marries a peer without 
her father’s consent, contributes an ingen¬ 
uous diary which is admirably girlish in mat¬ 
ter and tone; and the “tyrant’s” wife and 
mother are carefully drawn. The chief in¬ 
terest of the novel, however, lies in the spec¬ 
tacle of the tyranny of pain over a tyrant, 
though the author is not unduly pathological. 
They will publish at the same time “On the 
Branch.” by Pierre de Coulevain. translated 
by Alys Hallard, which is said to be one of 
the most popular novels written in France by 
a woman—135 editions having already been 
sold. 

John Lane Company have just brought 
out a novel entitled “The Shulamite,” by 
Alice and Claude Askew. The scene of the 
book is laid chiefly in a small town in New 
England. The plot deals with a mother’s 
jealousy of her daughter-in-law. a subject of 
great human interest and handled with the 
skill which has made popular Mr. and Mrs. 
Askew’s other books. The stern, ouritanical 
Rachel Lyons, the charming, sensitive Althea 
May and the virile Gillian Lyons form a trio 
whose personalities, different from one an¬ 
other as they are, are developed with both 
realism and powder. Throughout the book 
run a keen appreciation of nature and an 
ability to describe her various beauties which 
add much to the charm of the story. Judg¬ 
ing from “Betw r een-time Poems,” just pub¬ 
lished by this firm, Oliver Davies might 
be called exclusively a lyric poet. T11 son¬ 
nets and verses of various metres he gives 
his outlook on life, an outlook which is on 
the vdiole optimistic, though he is not blind 
to the realization of life as a struggle. He 
has, however, firm faith in God and a fixed 
belief in the things of the soul. His use of 
the tv r o-line stanza, which is found in several 
of his poems, reminds one somew'hat of 
Rossetti. The reader who wishes food for 
reflection during the contemplative hour 
should be interested in Mr. Davies’s little 
book. Those who enjoy the satirical draw r - 
ings of Cruikshank, Thackeray and a host of 
others, masters of the art of black and w'hite, 
will be interested in “A Book Satyrs,” a col¬ 
lection of allegorical drawings by Austin Os¬ 
man Spare, also just published by John Lane 
Company. Mr. Spare depicts several of the 


follies and weaknesses of the day, among 
them fashion, politics, officialism, intemper¬ 
ance, quackery. His drawings show great 
originality and a sense of grim humor sug¬ 
gestive of the old masters. 

Brentano’s, towards the end of the present 
month, will issue the very important “Book 
of Restoration Verse.” This volume, (the 
third to appear, but the second chronologi¬ 
cally in date, of the notable series Mr. Braith- 
waite plans to cover the entire range of 
British poetry,) has been arranged to contain 
an adequate representative selection from the 
British poets who flourished during the reign 
of Charles 1 and to the ascension of Queen 
Anne. The scheme of the book is to cover 
fully the somewhat neglected period of the 
Restoration hitherto given but scanty atten¬ 
tion in any anthology designed for popular 
use. It fills the gap between the “Book of 
Elizabethan Verse” and the “Book of Geor¬ 
gian Verse,” connecting the earlier and later 
periods, and completing the editor’s selec¬ 
tions of British poetry from 1557 to 1830. 
Following the same breadth of scope which 
enhanced the value and richness of his Eliz¬ 
abethan and Georgian anthology, Mr. Braith- 
waite here includes all the better known poets 
from Milton to Pope; beside these the lesser 
know*n poets are thoroughly represented by 
their best work, much of which has been 
newly brought to light and preserved in this 
anthology. Thus w : e find represented such 
poets as Milton, Vaughan, Marvell, Cowley, 
Cleveland, Dryden, Traherne. Sherburne, 
Stanley, Sedley, Cotton, Rochester, Prior, 
Parnell, Katherine Philips, Gay, Countess of 
Winchilsea, Swift and Pope. An attractive 
and striking feature of this volume is the 
selection of popular ballads, the editor includ¬ 
ing some fifty of the best specimens of tradi¬ 
tional ballad poetry. Upward of four hun¬ 
dred and fifty poems appear in the present 
volume, a notable feature being that every 
poem is given in its entirety from the best 
text. Adequate explanatory and biographical 
notes, a glossary of obsolete or obscure 
words, and complete indexes of authors, ti¬ 
tles and first lines give the utmost facility for 
reference and all needed help to the student. 
While the bock contains eight hundred pages, 
the thin paper and excellent typography pre¬ 
sents the w*ork :n a charmingly compact and 
pocketable volume. It is attractively bound uni¬ 
form with the “Book of Elizabethan Verse,”” 
the “Book of Georgian Verse” and the “Ox¬ 
ford Book of English Verse.” 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish this week a 
volume on “Sir Philip Sidnev,” by Percy 
Addleshaw', w-ho gives an account of the bril¬ 
liant pageant in wdiich Sir Philip was the 
chief figure, ts well as a description of the 
characters and careers of his friends, his im¬ 
portant contributions to literature, his essays 
in statesmanship and the details of his private 
life during his temporary abandonment of a 
public career, (with twelve illustrations;) 
“The Pilgrim Fathers, their Church and Col¬ 
ony,” by Winnifred Cockshott, of St. Hilda’s 
Hall, Oxford, who traces the gradual devel¬ 
opment of the Pilgrim Church; and sketches

the history of the Plymouth colony during its 
independent life, showing how under Dutch 
influence the democratic principle gained 
ground in church and state, (with twelve il¬ 
lustrations;) also, “History of Astronomy,” 
by George Forbes, and “History of Chemis¬ 
try,” by Sir Edward Thorpe, the first two 
volumes of A History of the Sciences, a se¬ 
ries of volumes presenting an outline of the 
chief divisions of science, each of which is to 
deal briefly with the myths and fallacies 
which preceded the development of the given 
science and which will include biographical 
data of the great discoverers. They have re¬ 
cently published “English Love Poems, Old 
and New,” edited by Horatio S. Kraus, mem¬ 
ber of the firm of Sturgis & Walton Co., a 
collection of the best poems representing the 
last four centuries: “American Inland Water¬ 
ways,” by Herbert 'Quick, showing the condi¬ 
tion of our present day water systems, and 
comparing them with like systems abroad; 
“Housekeeping for Two,” by the author of 
“Catering for Two”—Mrs. Alice L. James—a 
book intended to add to domestic comfort, 
economy and happiness, covering every item 
of interest to the housewife: Alexander C. 
Flick’s “The Rise of the Mediaeval Church,” 
an account of the church from the first to the 
thirteenth century, omitting theological and 
dogmatic discussions; George S. Heilman’s 
“The Hudson and Other Poems,” poems of 
great beauty and imaginative power of timely 
interest; “Function. Feeling and Conduct,” by 
Frederick Meakin. a close study of our moral 
nature, a subject vital and fundamental in 
human relationships, sure to appeal to all
